The enclosure Is located ofl lo Ihta side behind the public barners, but It is still located (n 
front of the enclosures hoWing |be tigers used for public contact. The public does nol 'walk directly by Ihe tiger cub in 
the playpen, however itiere is a walkway appfojiimalely ben IobI away From the tigor oub that the publia uses to gain 
access to the area of public contact for the older cubs. The licensee has contact wth the general viewing public and 
slates ho is the primary caretaker loc all oF the cubs. The licensee slated lhal there is no public coniacf wiih the young 
Cub. Tha lisenaa also slaled iFie cub is typically localad on the RV and not normally oul in IFia public viewir^g area. 

Animals this young in live absence ol fheir panenia are not aJble to adequately ihetmoregulale and exposure to 
laniiporaluras which may ba comforlabla lor adults rttay slill bo dotrimahtal to Iba haaiLh o1 yourig cubs. &tposur'a to 
an excessive number ol people and other animals at this young age poses a disease risk lo Ihe cu4> Even indirect 
exposure via the licensee who has conlaot with the memtiers pt the public and [?)her animals CPn pose e similar rHk 
to tha Cub of Ihis aga. Tha pradlcaa dcacrlbad above do not oonsfrluta har>dling lha cub as carefully as possible and 
unnecessarily risks harm and discomtort. Voung animate may appear to cope with temperature exiremes, however 
when Itiey are this young they are riol ablo to thermoregulato arrl exposure lo conain lempareturos car bo 
detrimental to the health ol the animal. The licarsae must ensure that tiger cubs of this age are handled as carafully 
as possible in a temperature cortrolled environmeni that minimizes exposure lo potential palFiogens.
